A HcatliiK Scheme. 


A plan of healing mills has been in- 


troduced by which heated air is, deliv- 
ered from a large fan into flues in the 
walla, registers from eachnne delivering 
tho air into the different rooms, this air 
being heated by the waste gases from 
tho boiler. The prod nets of combustion 
pass fioni tho boilers through acono- 
mizers for heating the feed water, nex 
through a rL-feneralor for reheating thi 
steam oxliat jted from the high pressure 
cylinder and on its way to the low pre." 
Bare cylinder, and then passes through 
air pipes, where it heats the cold air fo 
beating the buildings, then passes to th 
chimney. If heated air is not wsntwl 
but only fool air for ventilation, the gnu 
from the boiler are turned by a dampe 
into the chimney without entering th 
heater, and if the gases are not sufficien 
to heat the air as desired additiona 
heat is supplied by radiators of steam i 
this heater. The temperature of the ni 
is raised about GO degrees by its contac 
with the hot gases.—New York Sun.
